14  E.,  southern  part  Klamath 
County,  Oreg.  (Not  Langells  Val- 
ley.) 

Latouche;  Post  Office  and  Village, 
northwestern  shore  Latouche  Island, 
Prince  William  Sound,  Alaska. 

Popasquash;  Neck  and  Point,  Bristol 
County,  R.  I.    (Not  Poppasquash. ) 


Powder;  Point,  northwestern  side  La- 
touche Island,  Prince  William  Sound, 
Alaska. 

Robert  Barron;  Peak  (altitude  3,608 
leet),  .summit  Mansfield  Peninsula, 
Admiralty  Island,  Southeastern 
Alaska.  (Named  for  Robert  Barron, 
of  the  United  States  Aviation  Serv- 
ice, wlio  lost  his  life  by  drowning  on 
Aug.  22,  1917,  in  an  attempt  to  rescue 
two  comrades  who  had  met  with  an 
accident  in  the  Delaware  River  at 
Chandler  Field,  Essington,  Pa.) 

Sanak;  Harbor,  indenting  northwest- 
ern shore  Sanak  Island  near  lat.  54° 
30',  long.  162°  50',  Alaska.  (Not 
Acherk,  nor  Sannak. ) 

*Sanak;  Island,  southeast  of  Unimak, 
Alaska.  (Not  Halibut,  Sannach, 
Sannak,  nor  Sannakh. ) 

Sanak;  Village,  on  Sanak  Island,  Alas- 
ka. (Not  Sannach,  Sannak.  nor 
Sannakh.) 

Sawmill;  Bay,  southeasterly  side  Hoo- 
doo Island,  Prince  William  Sound, 
Alaska. 

South  Inlet;  Stream,  tributary  to 
Siuslaw  River,  south  and  east  of  Cox 
Island,  Lane  County,  Oreg.
